Havana. Not. 28 —It ia reported 
1,000 Cuban insurgents have taken to 
the woods in the province of Pinar Del 
Rio, and are preparing to fight for 
Cuban independence, which they be- 
lieve is in jeopardy. The report caused 
great excitement here. An uprising 
against the Americans is said to be 
planned tor Thanksgiving day. The 
American authorities have their eyes 
,open, and are keeping in c'i>se touch 
with the situation. 

The anti-American tceling in Cuba 
is due to the feeling that the island is 
to be buncoed out of independence. 

• The accusation has been made that 
the census of the island will be taken 
with the ulterior design of represent- 
ing that the Dative Cubans were in the 
•minority, and that the desire for-sm- 
nexation was widespread. 



Louisville, Ky., Nov. 35.— The last 
Of the official returns havs now been 
certified by the county board of oan- 
vassera, and probably within a week 
the state sleotion commissioners a^ 
Frankfort will begin their task of de- 
termining which ticket was elected 
November 7. The Jefferson county 
canvassers Thursday heard argument 
of counsel on a motion to throws out 
the vote of the oity of Louisville on the 
ground of alleged intimidation, by sol- 
diers who were called out by Gov. 
Bradley election day. The republicans 
took the ground that the board had no 
jurisdiction, beiDg empowered simply 
to count and tabulate the votes. This 
view was sustained, and the matter 
now goes to the state election board, 
where no doubt the motion of the dem- 
ocrats will be renewed. 

A number of additional indictments 
were returned Thursday by the fed- 
eral grand jury against alleged vio- 
lators of the election laws. 



Frankfobt, Ky., Nov. 38.— Senator 
Dcboe left for Washington at 8 o’clock 
Monday evening, and after his de- 
parture a story emanating from re- 
publican circles was put abroad to the 
effect that in the event Goebel is given 
u certificate of election next Saturday 
by the throwing out of Jefferson, Knox 
and Johnson counties. Senator Da 
boe. Senator Lindsay, Gov. Brad- 
ley, Gen. Taylor and other re- 
publican leaders will unite in an 
appeal to President McKinley to de- 
clare martial law In Kentucky recog- 
nizing Taylor as governor and sup- 
porting his administration. Senator 
Deboa stated to a press representative 
that he felt confident no emergency 
would arise requiring assistance of 
federal authorities but intimated he 
hnd assurances that federal aid could 
bo had if it became necessary. 

There was no change in tha situa- 
tion hero Monday on either aide. The 
expected move of the Goebel leaders to 
lake the gubernatorial controversy 
Into the courts prior to its handling by 
the state election board has not ma- 
terialized so far, and many believe it 
has been abandoned. The story from 
Louisville that Jefferson and Elliot 
souuty returns had been mysteriously 
tost or tampered with is not credited, 
as should this occur duplicate certifi- 
sates could be easily obtained, and 
the theft of them would not effect the 
result. 

The hotels of the city are filling up 
with visiting republicans and demo- 
crats from many parts of the state. 
The report that Warden Lillard, under 
the direction of G oebel leaders, is arm- 
ing convicts and preparing to take the 
Ooebel side in the event Bradley calls 
sut troops Saturday, it absolutely un- 
founded. It is probable the sitting of 
the state eleotion board wilt extend 
over several days, and it is stated that 
the democratic commissioners will re- 
fuse to begin canvassing the returns 
in the event Bradley places a military 
guard over them.

Bradley has received a letter threaten- 
ing him with assassination. The let- 
ter, which was addressed simply "Wm.

If 
not we will murder you. Foes.”
